Three persons freed from in- 
operable concer by injections of 
hormones were presen’ to the 
Berlin Medical Society: by Professor 
Paul Rosenatein, the discoverer of 
the treatment. (Hormones are 
internal secretions that pass into, 
the blood and stimulate organs to

The professor emphasteed, how 
aver, that his methods should not’ be 
regarded as a substitute for opera- 
tion, but only as a last resort when 
the surgeon had failed. . The hor+ 
mone he employed originated, he 
said, in the spinal cord, and in 
normal circumstances prevented the 
growth ,of cancer. In elderly peo- 
ple, however, the spinal .cord lost 
the power of © producing this sub- 
stance. Patients were injected 
with alcohol solutions of youthful 
cord, and remérkable results were 
obtained.
